EOPLE who find a special fas- 
Fcc in historic residences 
will delight in The Deshler-Morris 
House, 5442 Germantown Ave., 
Philadelphia. The oldest “White 
House” still standing, the resi- 
dence was owned by Colonel Isaac 
Franks when Washington moved 
into it on Nov. 17, 1793, and made 
it his temporary home. That was 
when the Federal Government 
fled the yellow fever epidemic in 
Philadelphia and took refuge in 
Germantown, now part of the city 
proper. 

Built in 1772 by David Deshler, 
the house was taken over by Gen- 
eral Sir William Howe, who made 
it his headquarters when he drove 
the Continentals out of Philadel- 
phia in 1777. Franks bought it 
from Deshler’s heirs in 1792. The 
colonel had taken refuge from 
the plague at Bethlehem and did- 
n't want to rent his home for less 
than six months; however, he 
yielded to Washington’s request. 

The day after the President 
moved in, the Cabinet with Jef- 
ferson, Hamilton, Edmund Ran- 
dolph and Knox met in the parlor 
to discuss American neutrality in 
the war. between France and Eng- 
land. At the end of November, 
Washington left the house, but on 
July 30, 1794, he and Mrs. Wash- 
ington returned and stayed until 
Sept. 20 of the same year. 

On the first occasion, Franks 
billed Washington for $131.56. 
This covered the rent and use of 
the furnishings, the price of a 
chair broken during the Presi- 
dents occupancy, the cost of 
cleaning after Washington left, 
loss of a flatiron, a large fork, 
four plates, three ducks, four 
chickens, a bushel of potatoes and 
one hundred bushels of hay. 
Washington balked at the bill and 
finally settled for $75.56. For his 
second stay, Franks billed Wash- 
ington for $201.06, which the 
President’s cashbook shows was 
paid “in full” on September 24, 
1794. 

The house was acquired by 
Samuel Morris in 1834. It became 
Federal property when it was 
Marriot C. Morris, one of Morris’ 
descendents. Now part of the In- 
dependence National Historical 
Park, the residence has been re- 
stored to 18th century status. The 
garden, fireplaces, stately stair- 
cases and beautiful woodwork are 
the griginal.

When Max expressed the desire 
to buy a certain house, he was 
told—by a Christian friend—that 
the house was in a “restricted” 
area. He was told that any print- 
er, even one of his copy boys, 
could buy the house, but not he, 


for he was Jewish.

“J TOLD HIM if he could stand 
there and tell me that someone 
without refinement but with the 
“right” religion could have the 
place, I didn’t think much of him 
or his Christian spirit,” recalls 
Max. “I also told him I would 
fight anyone who stepped on my 
religion, and I have from that 
time on.” 

Actually it wasn’t the first time 
that Max had been penalized for 
being Jewish, but never so di- 
rectly. 

When he was appointed manag- 
ing editor of the Times last year, 
it marked the first time a Jew 
had been named to such a post in 
Hartford’s newspaper history. 
That’s saying something, as the 
city has the oldest daily news- 
paper in the United States, in 
point of continuous publication. 

But getting the job hasn’t been 
easy. If Max hadn’t been Jewish 
he would probably have been 
named managing editor a dozen 
years before. At that time the

flyers is no doubt that there is a stepped-up 
Jewish interest among Jews who have moved 
to the suburbs in the past five or six years. Jewish 
men and women who rarely darkened the door of the 
temple when they lived within 
walking distance in the older res- 
idential districts have become 
presidents of new congregations 
and are working at it with might 
and main. 

What accounts for this trans- _ 
formation? Marxists have a 
ready answer. People who move 
to the suburbs are conservative. 
The Church and the Synagogue 
are the bulwarks of conserva- 
tism. Ergo: The Jew who sees WEINSTEIN 
everything in terms of anti-Semitism has a ready 
answer. Suburban gentiles are more exclusive; 
therefore, the Jews act defensively by binding to- 
gether. But these are explanations that explain only 
in part. The causes for Suburbia’s synagogue con- 
sciousness are more varied, more subtle and more 
profound

THERE IS THE EXCITEMENT and challenge in 
being a founder, a charter member, a beginner—a 


hold-over fragment of the creative urge: “Let us 
make a synagogue in our own image!” There is the 
keener sense of personal responsibility now that one 
cannot hide behind the anonymous mass. Gone is 
the lazy consolation that other Jews will keep the 
synagogue going until we get around to it. There is 
deep need for a sense of identification in a new set- 
ting, especially a place where the children can find 
companionship. 

Then it must be remembered that many of the 
Jews who have recently moved to Suburbia are from 
East-European Orthodox backgrounds. They are not 
only more synagogue-minded, they are simply more 
gregarious. Whatever else may have brought them 
to Suburbia, it was not the desire to be alone. They 
may enjoy their gardens and their golf as much as 
the next fellow but they still want their minyan for 
Yahrzeit and they still have a strong desire to sec- 
ond the motion,

BUT THERE ARE PROFOUNDER motivations— 
not so easily verbalized but there nonetheless. The 
suburbanite is closer to nature. He is enraptured by 
the massive bursting of Spring. He is enthralled by 
the feather softness and virgin whiteness of snow. 
He becomes aware of the song of birds. The prayers 
which glorify God as creator begin to have a per-

The suburbanite is often a third generation 
American. He can look upon his tradition with 
judgment no longer tinged with the insecurities of 
his parents and grandparents who in their fears 
often confused Judaism with the externals of the 
Ghetto and the handicaps of the immigrant. These 
young American Jews, many of them veterans, are 
even willing to consider what Judaism May con. 
tribute to overcome the spiritual brashness of our 


technique-obsessed, success-ridden America.

LASTLY, IT MUST BE REMEMBERED that 
suburbanites are not only escaping from the dirt and 
crowdedness and corruption of the old precincts, but 
they are escaping, as all of us are trying to escape, 
from the overwhelming sense of purposeless trag- 
edy that pervades our being. Science, the Messiah, 
chained to outworn economic creeds and _ political 
shibboleths, has brought us to the bring of global 
disaster. 


We are taking inventory of our souls to find 
where we have gone astray. It is understandable 
that we should return to that discipline which helped 
other generations to find a pathway in the wilder.

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Much Insight Into Ejinstein’‘s Personality Is Provided by New Book 


By MEYER LEVIN 
THE DRAMA OF ALBERT EINSTEIN, by Antonia 

Vallentin. Doubleday. 

GREAT deal of insight.into the personality of 

Einstein is provided in Antonia Vallentin’s 
book, which is a combination of essay and biography. 
A longtime friend of the Einstein prow see Val- 
lentin is particularly aware of f ii : 
Einstein’s understanding of him- 
self as a Jew, and her book is at 
its best when dealing with this 
material. 

For instance, she explains to 
us how his early studies were 
financed by distant members of 
the family, since his father’s busi- 
ness was not prospering. “Dis- 
persed over the world, they had 
maintained the solidarity, charac- 
teristic of Jewish families, which does not imply 
affection so much as a tradition of mutual responsi- 
pility. Albert Einstein aimed at the Polytechnic in 
Zurich, and hoped his mathematics would enable him 
to pass his entrance exams. (Until then he had 
shown no extraordinary abilities.) Rich relations 
helped out by supplying 100 Swiss francs a month, 
put they had no suspicion of the forces they were 
helping to unleash, and one of the most remarkable 
scientific careers in history was launched out of fam- 
ily charity, exercised more from a sense of duty than 
any confidence in the boy’s gifts or any interest in

AGAIN AND AGAIN she touches upon key epi- 
sodes in Einstein’s career, when his affirmative self- 
undé@rstanding as a Jew, tough an agnostic, brought 
clarity to his life. When he entered the academic 
circles of Berlin, he felt latent anti-Semitism all 
about him, and could easily have slipped in among 
those Jews who belittled their own origin to the 
point of “passing.” “I saw the shameful pretenses 
of Jews of high standing, and my heart bled,” he has 
said. 

It .was in reaction to this, that he became a pas- 
Ssionate Zionist. 

“The attitude of German Jews,” she writes, “led 
Einstein to ask himself what being a Jew meant to 
him, personally. Was it a source of strength, or a 
wound that weakened him?” The thirst for knowl- 
edge, transferred from the Torah to science, that he 
found amongst his Eastern European Jewish stu- 
dents, was one link. The “respect for the life of 
every living creature ... this evaluation of life as a 
sacrosant quality seemed to him intimately related 
to his own reverence for the spiritual.” 

” * * 

SHE DESCRIBES a Hasidic mystic joy in the 
scientist. “Einstein feels close to everything that 
heightens or exalts life ... He feels that he is de- 
scended not from the gloomy prophets of the Bible 
who prophesied that the hand of God would fall on 
the Jewish people, but from the psalmist who ex- 


pressed a ‘sort of intoxicated joy and wonder at the 
beauty and sublime grandeur of the world.’ ”’ 

And, finally, there is his almost fanatical love of 
justice. 

Einstein, himself, has written of these things, and 
written beautifully of them, but when woven into 
the fabric of his life story, they have an effect of 
being more fully explained than in his own writings. 

BUT AT TIMES, the authoress seems to give 
her own connection with the Einsteins a little too 
much importance; she pictures herself as arriving 
always at the nick of time, to guide them through 
their difficult moments—as when she_ persuaded 

, them to leave Germany, just as the 
Nazis were taking power. Doubtless 
it was so. But the tone of writing 
could be a little more modest. 

As Miss Vallentin from the out. 
set claims no competenée to project 
Einstein’s scientific discoveries, the 
book is limited to a personal evalu. 
ation, always respectful, at times 
adultory, at times a bit motherly. 
She makes us feel that a last, great 

EINSTEIN pronouncement or action, toward 
the goal of peace, is still to come from Einstein. And 
the agnostic label of his earlier years is no longer 
appropriate, since “he submits to a force which he 
sometimes calls ‘reason displayed in life,’ which in 
its intimate depths is inaccessible to man. More and 
more often he calls it God.”
